COTTON IN A FABRIC.

Haw to Tell If Worle4 mt WU
(laths Are Adalterated.

Worsted cloths sre leaa often adulter
ated than woolens and are more easily
detected. A cotton worsted Is a He on

the face of It, for tbe cotton stands out
with prominence. But often a cotton

thread la twisted with a worsted
thread, and to determine its presence
It la only, necessary to take tbe twist
out of the thread and then examine its
component ports.

Cotton, having a long staple, can be

carded and combed with wool to be

pun Into worsted yarn. This Is done
to cheapen the cost of production. Cot-

ton Is carded and spun with' wool and

shoddy, not so much to cheapen the
yam, for cotton Is generally as expen-

sive as some ahoddies, but Is Intro-

duced to give strength or spinning

qualities to the stock. In many cases

the shoddy Is of such short staple that
It would not stand the drawing In

spinning, and. as It would make the
cost of the yarn too high to put In

enough wool to give that lacking

streugtb, cottou la put In for this pur-

pose.
The percentage of cotton In a fabric

can be determined In this manner:

Take a small piece of cloth and weigh

It Now boll It for five minutes In a 5

per cent solution of caustic aoda. Take
out what is left. and. If any, it to all

cotton. The wool will all be dissolved.

The percentage of ahod'dy cannot be de-

termined except by experience.
A cloth or yarn with shoddy In It 1

nslly detected by Its feel. Cloth made

of all new wool U softer feeling than
ono containing shoddy, for the latter
bits lost thnt new, soft, springy feel
